Dec. 1, 1855. 

Messrs. Editors:—The Hon. Carroll 
Spence, American Minister to the Sublime 
Porte, and Commodore Breese and suite of 
the American squadron in the Mediterra- 
nean, received an audience with his Imperi- 
al Highness, the Sultan, a few days since. 
As I was also favored with an invitation to 
accompany the legation, I send you a short 
account of the mode of our reception and 
entertainment. 

In two large boats decorated with the 
American flag, we sailed up the Bosphoras 
to the royal palace. A cavass met the 
party at the entrance, and escorted us to a 
room that looks out upon the water and to 
the opposite shores of Asia. Here we 
were received by Khamil Pasha, the grand 
master of ceremonies, and invited to seats

ing also an invitation, in the name of his 
majesty, that we should visit his new palace 
on the Bosphorus, that is soon to be fitted 
up for the royal residence.

Tho Monster Steam-Ship. 
The following very interesting account of 
the immense and truly wonderfal iron Steam- 
vessel, which is in process of building in 
England, is from the Liverpool Journal of 


Many of our readers are aware that there 
is now growing into form and shapeliness, 
upon the shore of the Isle of Dogs, opposite 
to the town of Deptford, a fabric of enor- 
mous dimensions, which has latterly begun 
to assume the proportions of a ship. Un- 
like all other ships however, it has not been 
cradied in docks or suspended on frame- 
work, but built on the solid earth; and 
from this cause, as well as from the uncouth 
appearance it presented for many months, 
that portion of the public who passed up 
and down the river between London and 
Greenwich were slow to believe that it was 
intended for a ship at all. Gradually the 
huge mass began to speak for itself; the 
lofty walls that threatened to enclose an 
extensive factory, or unite in a range of 
warehouses, or a formidable fortification, 
vanished by degrees behind an outer cover- 
ing, which, assuming the unmistakeable 
contour of the swelling hull of a vessel, dis- 
pelled all doubt upon the subject, leaving 
in its place only amazement at the grandeur 
of the design, and the vastness of the un- 
dertaking. | 

Impelled by the same curiosity which 
has already led multitudes to examine this 
new and astounding experiment in marine 
architecture, we this morning allighted at

wall Rail-way, and leaving the docks behind 


‘Steaming track, and the delay occasioned 
by taking the coals on board. The new 
steamer will be exposed to no such retard- 
ing causes. She will earry 12,000 tons of 
coal in her hold, which, it is expected, will 
be more than sufficient to circumnavigate 
the globe, and will thus effect a vast saving 
in the cost of fuel, as well as in time. 

_ An indispensable condition to remunera- 
tiveness in a voyage, long or short, is a 
tolerably quick ; and the elements 
of spved have, therefore, not been lost sight 
of in the construction of this leviathan. 
The old round bow and broad waist, de- 
vices to secure an amount of tonnage far 
exceeding the registered measurement, 
rendered speed impossible. The repeal of | 
the navagation laws has left ship-builders 
at liberty to study and to execute the prin- 
ciples of their art; and we now have sharp 
concave bows and long hulls clearing the | 
water with more than double the velocity 
of the old tubs. In this vessel the new 
principles will be fully carried out, and, in 
addition to such advantages ot construction, 
she will carry within her a propelling pow- 
er, such as the world has never yet witness- 
ed. Her engines will have cylinders about 
18 feet long, six feet in diameter, and weigh- 
ing 28 tons each. She will be propelled 
both by paddles and by screw. Her paddle 
engines will be fed by 40 furnaces, gener- 
ating steam equivalent to 1,000 horse 
power, and her screw engines by 60 furna- 
ces, supplying steam to the amount of 
1,500 horse power.

The Speaker of Congress and our Legisls- 


The assembly of our State has seen fit to pass 
a resolution, which has gone to the Senate, de- 
cing the election of Mr. Banks, as sectional- 
ism. This resolution, gotten up for the sake of 
making political capital, is as ridiculous as the 
motive is unworthy. — 
The South has always acted on sectional prin- 
ciples. “While the North has been divided into 
various parties and questions of general nation- 
al policy, the South has invariably thrown its 
infigence with the party which favored most 
its plans. Here itis a unit. The simple rea 
son of this unity at the south and division at 
the north is, that interest is stronger than prin- 
ciple. A ten fold withe of iron binds the South. 
It is always and necessarily so. The South 
throws its numbers, in almost unbroken phal- 
anx, against whatever national party would 
presume to place a check upon its vast designs. 
No such tie of interest binds the Nerth. We 
have not yet reached a moral development where 
a sentiment, however much it pervades the peo- 
ple, shall rule like interest. When for once the 
North holds its forces true to its convictions, 
the cry is raised of sectional organization. The 
South, that has always acted on sectional prin- 
ciples, utters not that cry. It is left for the As- 
sembly of California to do it. When in Con- 
gress even Howell Cobb gives in his assent to 
the victory as fairly won, and Aiken, the oppo- 
sing candidate, conducts the Speaker to his seat, 
and legislation begins, then lo! eomes forth 
from our State Assembly the astounding declar- 
ation that Mr. Banks is “the exponent of sec- 
tional feelings and principles diametrically op- 
posed to the Constitation of the United States.” 
Idle and impertinent is such a charge. It is con- 
demning unity of action in the North, upon 
those principles of which all its great prosperi- 
ty and its munificient charities are the expo- 
nents and results, while the South, impelled 
by the stronger motive of interest, has always 
acted with iron unity in all national politics. — 
This one result in Congress will inaugurate a 
new era in national politics. We wish not 
to see the North and South castinga directly 
opposing vote, more than we wish to see them 
lifting hostile weapons thirsting for blood. But 
if there is a sectional party always in the South, 
pledged by interest and pride to build up to 
colossal strength the institution of Slavery, un- 
til the cloud once no bigger than a man’s hand, 
comes to cover with its sable garment the whole ! 
heavens, then we do wish to see a Northern par- 
ty pledged 30 enforce contracts made when 
slavery was legislated about as an evil to be en- 
dured when it existed, and pledged to maintain 
the freedom of the ballot-box against armed 
propagandists, instead of turning the strength 
of the nation, as President Pierce threatens to 
do, in an infamous warfare against freedom and 


the rights of American citizens. 


We alluded to the transparent motive which 
induced action upon this subject in our State 
Assembly. It remains to be seen, whether the 
actors in this affair have made anything by it. 
There is a Northern sentiment here as well as a 
Southern; and it after this a Northern party 
should arise here also, though it be to create dis- 
sensions and bitterness, let those blame them- | 
selves who have turned aside from the legitimate 
business of legislation to take this obnoxious 
initiative. 
Our readers will bear us witness that we 

have not sought agitation of the slavery ques- 
tion in these columns. But when a resolution 
passes the assembly of this state with scarcely a 
voice against it, which is insulting to every 
northern sentiment and abusive of every free 
man’s rights, the very stones would cry out if 
these should hold their peace. We have sought 
to know no North and no South. But if one 
is known we would desire to see the other also; 
for we believe the day has gone by when Nort h- 
ern sentiment shall be despised because lying in 
fragments, while Northern representatives, for a 
price, become the servants of a power that in- 
terest coheres. We respect every true South- 
ern sentiment and will listen to every real argu- 
ment; bat such capital-making as our legislators 
have attempted, merits and will receive the 
disfavor, of both Northerners and Southerners 
alike.

Editorial Correspondence. 


March 5th, 1856. 

PLACERVILLE.—This old mountain town of 
49, yet well sustains its usual character, rank- 
ing among the first of the mining districts of 
the State in the richnes of its mines and in popu- 
lation. Year after year its ravines have been 
washed, its flats worked, its hills excavated, and 
its mountains tunnelled ; yet still its mines make 
good returns as compared with others, to the 
onest, diligent and persevering laborer. Three 
ollars a day without board is the regular price 
f wages and enough are found willing to work 
for this; yet there seems not much complaining. 
Men are becoming, perhaps through necessity, 
more wise than to harass themselves with desires 
for big lumps and wonderful strikes; as though 
all happiness consisted in taking out gold by 
ounces from the earth. A contented mind, with 
a God-fearing spirit, and an active life spent in 
noble, virtuous effort, bring more true happiness 
and confer greater worth, than millions acquired 
by dishonesty, andfhoarded with a miserly spirit, 
or spent recklessly in the tippling house or at 
the gaming-board. The lower part of Placer- 
ville, spreads out into a town of good size, with 
irregular streets. From what is called the Pla- 
Za, an Open space, where two streets branch, up 
the ravine for a mile, the buildings extend almost 
continuously upon a street that crooks and winds 
with the stream. Here and there area few 
pleasant cottages, receding into the hills, up 
smaller branches of the ravine, where roads come 
in from the country. In the business part of 
the place are a good many fair brick structures, 
but mostly the houses are of wood, with a large 


pfoportion of them of good appearance, paint- 
ed white. But like many other mining towns, 
| there are also in some parts of the town, which 
business has deserted, many old, dilapidated and 
unoccupied structures which give a place thus 
far; an aspect of desolation. Through the min- 
ing regions in general, are vast numbers of these 
tenantless houses, which strike the mind with 
sadness, as one journeys over old scenes of activ- 
ity. But they were built only for temporary 
purposes and are left as at first it was expected 
they would be. Others, anda large number 
they are, were put up along all the principal 
highways, as drinking places, billiard saloons, 
and ten-pin allies, and their going to ruin is only 
a sign of improvement. In this view of the 
matter, we often rejoice at these desolations ; 
yet the sight of the eye is stronger than the rea- 
soning of the intellect, and the aspect is sadden- 
ing. Placerville is the fixed residence of a large 
number of families of whom many are from New 
England. They retain much of their original 
free, cheerful, social, hospitable character, so 
that in their agreeable society one almost forgets 
that he is not in the land of social bliss and staid 
prineiples. 

Tue Saspatu.—But the Sabbath, comes and 
what a mockery of all that can be called “steady 
habits” is presented. Stores open, shops open, 
drinking saloons open, expresses open, black- 
smith shops ringing, livery stable horses pran- 
cing, men throng the streets swearing and curs- 
ing; why! how unlike a Sabbath it seems.— 
But when the church going bell sounds out 
loudly and sweetly, almost it appears like home 
again. Atchurch, men, women and children 
are found engaged in the exalted worship of 
God. It is good to go up to the house of God. 
Of the one hundred and seventy families in the 
immediate vicinity of Placerville, not more than 
one fourth can be called chuarch-going families; 
the proportion aside from families, is vastly less. 
There are six good church buildings: a Pres- 
byterian, a Baptist, a M. E. North, a M. E. 
South, a Roman Catholic and one for the color- 
ed people. We had not the pleasure of an in- 
timate acquaintance with all the ministers ; but 
in the Pastor of the Presbyterian church found 
an able, faithful laborer, whose whole desire 
seems to be, to do the will of God and secure the 
highest spiritual good of the people. A Sab- 
bath school anniversary in the Baptist church, 
in which three other Sabbath schools of the 
place took part, was a lovely gathering of youth 
and children, who are being trained under the 
blessed influences of the Gospel for usefulnes and 
eternal life. There are four day schools in the 
town, all private, of which the largest, taught 
by Mr. R. Cole and his worthy wife, numbers 
about sixty. It is a shame for so large a place, 
that it cannot have an excellent, thorough pub- 


| lic school. The Sons of Temperance, the Tem- 


plars, the Odd Fellows and Masons, all have 
large organizations here, besides one other whose 
name, from what we have heard of it in other 
parts of the State we do not really wish to men- 
tion. 

Mrxrxd.— In referring to the business of mi- 
ning in Placerville, we ought especially to men- 
tion its quartz operations. We judge this in- 
terest to be only in part developed; yet three 
moderate mills are in full operation, the constant 
crashing of which sounds far over the place, 
giving a peculiar business-like impression. Pla- 
cerville occupies a romantic position. On the 
north-east, rolling and broken hills recede from 
the town, rising gradually one above another ; 
while on the southern side from the east around 
to the west, runsa heavy, continuous mountain 


ridge, with high spurs jutting towards the town. 


Into this ridge and into these spurs more partic- 
ularly, vast numbers of tunnels have been run 
at great expense; for a channel, it was found, 
underlies the vast lava deposits which crown 
these ridges. Some of these tunnels have done 
well, and are doing well, but many have been an 
entire loss to their proprietors after months or 
a year of hard labor. Labor is the price of all 


i good, and there are riches that never elude those 
who sincerely seek them. On the point of the 


spurs extensive mining is done with power- 
ful hydraulics, washing away the earth toa 
great depth, where good returns are secured to 
quite a number of miners. 

Coon HolLO w]. Over the high ridge to the 
south-west, one mile, is one of the most import- 
ant mining localities for a small town, in Cali- 
fornia. It is called Coon Hollow. It lies upon 
a little ravine which comes down between this 
mountain range and another parallel to it on 
the south, and which ends at this place. The 
point of this last high range was found to be a 
vast gold-bearing gravel deposit, and here for 
six years have been worked the greatest hill 
diggings we have any where visited in the 
mountains. The very wide, solid rim rock, has 
been numerously cut through into deep channels 
to drain off the water, and the point of the moun- 
tain for a great distance, from sixty to eighty 
feet in depth has been wholly carried away by 
washings, down into the rivers and valleys below, 
Here hydraulics of the greatest power are used. 
Water is let down in hose from high flumes 
above, from one hundred to one hundred and 
forty feet in perpendicular height, creating a 
pressure of seventy pounds to the square inch, 
and then, through a pipe, let out opon the solid 
bank with tremendous force, to wear it away 
with rapidity and carry it through the sluices. 
Numerous long tail raees receive the wash- 
ings and carry them down near half a mile, giv- 
ing a good return of gold through their whole 
length. Twenty four families we were informed, 
are here residing, making a large neighberhood. 
They have no public worship ammong them- 
selves, nor do they go any where else to worship, 
if we except some eight or nine individuals. 
It is singular that so many Americans, in wor- 
shiping no God at all, sink practially below the 
Buddhists ot India or the wild negros of Africa; 
for the worship of any God is better than none. 

Sarrn’s FLar.— Two miles up the ravine on 
which Placerville is situated, is a wide opening 
in the mountains, called Smith’s Flat, in which 
deep shafts have been sunk and good rich dig- 
gings have been struck, which are believed to 
be of vast extent. Good surface diggings are 
here also wroked by some forty miners, and a 
few tunnels are returning good wages. To the 
north of this one and a half miles is an eleva- 
tion called Negro Hill, of which we had heard 
great things abroad, but whieh we found to be 
remarkable in only three tunnels, while two or 
three others are returning good wages. Some 
worthy families are here residing, and seem to 
consider it a home. 

A Desertep Vittace.—White Rock, one 
mile east, was once as flourishing we judge as 
Coon Hollow, but now is almost entirely desert- 
ed, yet some good ravine diggings are still 
worked, and also some tunnels on a moderate 
scale. This place with its decaying houses looks 
immensely desolate. Often has the poet’s most 
forcible couplet crowded itself heavily and 
sadly on our mind, in viewing these deserted 

: tenements going to decay so numerously in all 
the mountains.

Social Wine- 

I know a man of rare excellence. His integ- 
rity is proverbial with all who are acquainted 
with him. His intellectual endowments are of 
a high order. His ability asa writer anda 
speaker is preeminent. He isa man of taste 
and refinement, and above all, I believe he is a 
truly religious man. His qualities and attain- 
ments are appreciated by his fellow men. He 
has been long in office, and has never failed to 
honor his station. But if that man sits down 
to dine with Judge ——, or Dr. Soand-so, 
where he feels obliged in obedience to common 
usage to take the complimentary glass,—he runs 
the terrible risk of awakening an appetite which 
he unfortunately contracted in early life, that 
sometimes oversets all his resolution, takes the 
man captive, and degrades him, humbles him; 
but I cannot dwell on this part of the descrip- 
tion, it is too painful, I cannot bear to think of it. 
Now, man of learning, taste, refinement, 
whether you are lawyer, physician, minister, or 
whatever may be your calling; if you, by your 
practice and influence help to maintain a usage 
that compels men and women to take wine or 
strong drink, do you not make youselves respon- 
sible for the ruin of those who are overthrown 
by it. As long as men, in what are called the 
higher walks of life, drink wine, &c., other peo- 
ple will drink such liquors as they can get.— 
And whoever wishes to contribute to the saving 
of these scores and hundreds of men among us 
who are rapidly passing into the ranks of con- 
firmed drinkers, must from principle, let it alone 
themselves, as a beverage. ‘The miseries of in- 
temperance will abound in any city or state, 
where the side-boards of people respected for 
their learning or religion, are supplied with 
liquors. And if, when such numbers among the 
masses are voluntarily struggling to gain self- 
control and rule their appetites, those who 
ought to be leaders of men in every right and 
noble endeavor, take the opposite course, and by 
their example invite others into the way of dan- 
ger, and make them feel safe in it, because of 
the company they are with, they incur a respon- 
sibility which it is amazing that they dare to 
assume. To stand in the way of a popular strug- 
gle to banish liquor-drinking in all its phases, 
and by example, or word or look to check the 
success of that attempt, is to do an injury to 
the public welfare, for which no amount of pse- 
fulness can compensate. And before our com- 
munity is purged of this evil, intemperance, and 
before we cease to see homes among us made 
miserable by it, and before we see our public 
officers, our legislators, judges and congressmen 
sober men,and before we cease to bury our 
young men, having otherwise every promise and 
hope, but eventually ruined and killed by drink; 
the ministers of religion here, and physicians, 
and lawyers, and men generally of learning and 
influence, must set themselves right, and help to 
carry on the work of reform. And until they 
do it they are and will be chiefly responsible for 
the evils brought about by intemperance.

Conscientious, eloquent, en- 
thuiastic and self-forgetting, he became com- 
pletely indentified with all the important enter- 
prises of our people, and no man’s influence was 
more decisive in moulding their ‘character or in 
directing their aims. His sympathies encircled 
every form of benevolent effort, whether local or 
general, social or religious, and not one of them 
failed to feel the force of his active mind, or the 
warmth of his generous heart.

Before I proceed further, it 
will perhaps be well to relieve his mind upon 
this point. If you will take the trouble, Messrs. 
Editors, to examine that article——as handed in 
for publication, you will find that it reads ‘one 
party,’ and not our party as it appeared in your 
paper. Also in the last pargraph, I think it is, 
for I have not the paper before me, you substi- 
tuted “factions” for “sections.” Having thus set 
myself right, I now proceed to pay my respects 
to your correspondent. At the first dash he 
says, “there is no abolition party in Kansas. 
This is a bold assertion, to say the least of it. 
Let me ask, has not the State that nullified the 
“Fugitive Slave Law” been the most active in 
this Kansas matter? The men who have been 
shipped like so many cattle into Kansas, are 
only instruments in the hands of those who 
have stood boldly out in open treason against 
the Constitution of their country. Kansas is 
the theater upon which they expect to act out 
their schemes of madness and folly, as shown in 
the overt act of attempting to trample under 
foot the laws of that Territory. It isa well- 
known fact that the leaders of this same “Free 
State Party,” are the most notorious abolition- 
ists in the North. Men are found who are ready, 
acting as the hirelings of the Northern press, 
to write anything. They ‘go into Kansas full 
of ignorance, blind prejudice, and rampant fa- 
naticism,—write the most violent and inflammato- 
ry articles, which are circulated, read and com- 
mented upon, until one would suppose that these 
pro-Slavery men were a set of fiends incarnate. 
Not long ago a statement was going the rounds 
of the press, that one of the abolition editors in 
Kansas had been attacked by a mob of Missou- 
rians, and his head partly cut off. Forthwith 
the hue and cry was raised by the abolition 
press, “How long will the North stand these 
things? Ke. Ina few days the truth came out. 
A correspondent of the St. Louis Democrat— 
which is a free soil paper, writing from the 
immediate neighborhood of the difficulty, says, 
“that the Missourians had nothing to do with it, 
the assault having been made by a crazy boy 
from Ohio.” Thus it is that every act of vio- 
lence committed in Kansas is forthwith charged 

upon the “border ruffians.” 

Before proceeding farther, I propose to examine 
into the character of this “Free State Party,” 
as they call themselves. And first, what State 
is it, that is fitting out these Emigrant Aid 
Societies?” Is it not Massachusetts? And 
what is her position at the present time? Does 
she not stand before the world with the brand 
of treason upon her forehead? Not satisfied 
with nullifying a Constitutional law of the land, 
she musters her legions of traitors and fanatics 
to plant them at the doors of a sister State — 
But it seems that this is not enough: in her 
frantic zeal for the spread of “freedom” in a 
Territory two thousand miles distant from her 
own, she proclaims boldly, in words and by 
deeds, that Slavery shall never desecrate the soil 
of Kansas. When it is found that the schemes 
of the infamous Reeder and his satellites have 
been foiled, and that a pro-Slavery Legislature 
has been elected , without waiting to see wheth- 
er the laws of that Legislature could be invali- 
dated ina competent court of judicature, by 
incontrovertible evidence of fraud at the 
ballot box, they the first opportunity 
for which they had been patiently waiting, 
to resist the laws of the pro-Slavery Legislature 
by an open appeal to arms. The assertion that 
armed bands from Missouri, were threatening 
them with instant destruction, which forced them 
to fly to ams,—is not true; and your correspon- 
dent exhibits either a most shameful ignorance, 
or a wilful perversion of truth in making the 
statement. The people of Missouri were quiet- 
ly pursuing their customary avocations at home, 
when the news came that the abolitionists had 
risen in open rebellion against the laws of Kan- 
sas Territory, that they had already burned down 
the dwellings of the pro-Slavery men in the vi- 
cinity of Lawrence, and driven them with their 
families out of the Territory—that they had 
resisted the sheriff of Douglas County, and were 
fortifying themselves at Lawrence, being armed 


for a desperate resistance. These things, to- 
gether with the call of Governor Shannon, on 
all law-abiding men to rally to the defence of 
law and order, induced many, whose friends and 
even kindeed were at the mercy of these out- 
laws in Kansas, to rally at the first call for as- 
sistance.
